GOVERNOR 
SPEAKS. 


Governor Dorsey, with telling ora- 
tory, contrasted the ideals of Prussign- 
ism with those of America. He quoted 
the preamble of the constitution of the 
“We, the people, ete., 
do ordain and establish this constitu- 
tion,” and contrasted it with the pre- 
amble of the German constitution, “‘T, 
king of Prussia and Emperor of Ger- 
many, hereby give and grant,” etc. He 
read quotations from the “Me und 
Gott” speeches of Kaiser William and 
from the speeches of prominent Ger- 
man publicists made both before and 
after the beginning the war. 

“We fight this war for every reason 
our forefathers fought any war,” dé- 
clared the governor, and then, without 
mentioning names, he bitterly assailed 
those in the congress and senate who 
would justify the beast of Berlin and 
his mad hordes and embarrass the pres- 
ident. 

Following the speech of the gov- 
ernor, Lieutenant I. C. Merrick, of the 
Canadian army, sent back to America 
because of a serious wound, but soon 
to return to the trenches, explained 
to the audience the training given sol- 
diers both in England and back of the 
front, and then, quietly and simply, he 
explained the ravages of the gas mon- 
ster, the horrors of shellfire, the de- 
lirlum of shell shock. He told how 
one whole division was mired near 
Vimy, while the Germans on an emi- 
nence mowed down the troops with 
machine guns, but how the remnant, 
nothing daunted, stormed and carried 
the height. 


He told of a Canadian aviator who! 


was forced to land in the German lines 
with a painful but minor wound, which, 
however, through ill treatment, cost 
the loss of his arm. When this man

Burwell May Enter Race.

| Hon. W. H. Burwell, of Hancock coun- 
'ty, formerly speaker of the Georgia 
house of representatives, tonight au- 
thorized the statement that he is seri- 
ously contemplating the immediate an- 
nouncement of his entry into the cam- 
paign as a candidate against Senator 
Hardwick for the United States senate 
at the primary to be held on September 
11, 1918. 

Since the action of the state demo- 
cratic executive committee calling the 
primary and formulating the rules for 
its conduct Mr. Burwell has been be- 
sieged with letters and telegrams from 
all sections of the state urging him 
to become a candidate, but as he has 
been constantly engaged in making 
speeches in south Georgia counties in 
behalf of the Liberty Loan, he has 
been unable to reach a definite con- 
clusion with reference to his own po- 
litical plans. 

Mr. Burwell has taken frequent oc- 
casions to vigorously attack Senator 
Hardwick and has denounced his rec- 
ord as blatantly unpatriotic and wholly 
unrepresentative of the sentiment of 
the people of Georgia concerning the 
attitude of the democratic administra- 
tion in its conduct of the war.

CZERNIN A SACRIFICE 
BECAUSE OF LETTER. 

London, April 15.—Although there 
was an element of surprise in the news 
of Count Czernin’s resignation, it had 
been more or less expected by well- 
informed persons here since Premier 
Clemenceau’s revelation of Emperor 
Charles’ advances to France. The fall 
of the foreign minister is regarded gen- 
erally as a propitiatory sacrifice for his 
imperial master’s letter to Prince Sixtus 
and as being dictated by Berlin. The 
suggestion in Vienna advices that the 
count was ignorant of the emperor's 
letter implies the view that his position 
became intolerable after the French 
government gave it out. 

Some German newspapers last week 
deplored the young emperor's letter as 
another instance of interference by 
monarchs in state affairs without the 
advice of their ministers, leading to un-

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IN FIGHT ON DISEASE 


Two Experts Will Probably Be 
Sent Here Soon to Aid 
State Workers. 


One expert from the United States 
public health service, and probably 
another from the United States army, 
will be sent to Georgia at an early date 
to co-operate with the Georgia state 
board of health in its campaign against 
communicable and social diseases. This 
action is an outstanding result of the 
visit to Washington of Dr. T. F. Aber- 
crombie, secretary of the state board, 
who returned Monday. 

The public health service representa- 
tive will probably be a laboratory man, 
skilled in the making of blood tests and, 
Particularly in the so-called Wasser- 
man test. The army man, if he is sent, 
may be instructed to cover the state 
generally in a campaign against the 
two classes of disease. 

Both campaigns are now under way 
under the auspices of the state board of 
health. Machinery has been provided 
whereby the county boards of healtk. 
created by the Ellis health law, are co- 
operating with the state board in re- 
quiring reports from every -physician 
so that a complete check can be kept 
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upon the progress of disease “In the 
state. 

The new state epidemiologist, Dr. 
Bowdoin, has been. visiting various 
counties of Georgia for two weeks 


seeking to put down sporadic | 


of smallpox and dysentery and to pre- 
vent meningitis from getting a foothold 
in the state. The new experts will do 
a similar work except that it will not 
be applied specifically to epidemics, 
which are few and far between, but to 
the health condition of every country 
and community in the state. 

The sending of the army man is sti 
hanging in the balance.

Prof. R. L. Teichfuss Dead. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., April 15.—Pro- 
fessor R. L. Teichfuss, aged 77, and 
one of p34 best-known music teachers 
in the state, died at his home here 
ay.

Dallas, Texas, April 15-—-As a war 


measure approximately 1,500 saloons in 
Texas closed their doors tonight. This 
action resulted from the 10-mile zone 
rohibition law, which makes it un- 
awful to sell, give away or have on 
the person intoxicating liquor within 10 
miles of a military establishment.

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SENATOR STONE. 


United States Senator William J. ee ted 


‘of Missouri, who died in harness last Sun- 
| day, was a man of vast capabilities, of many 
fine qualities, and his death marks the end 


house of congress, where for many years he 
has been a conspicuous leader. 


In the senate and outside of it, William | 


J. Stone has long been an influential, if not 
dominating, figure in the democratic party. 
In politics as well as in’ the shaping of the 
country’s destinies he has long been a 
power; and usually a power for good. 

As chairman of the important foreign re- 
lations committee of the senate, Senator 
Stone was in position to render his country 
peculiarly valuable services during the crisis 
through which it is now passing; and what a 
pity it is that he had to pass away under a 
cloud! 

For it is true, as the whole country 
knows, that the luster of Stone’s eventful 
career and of his statesmanship was 
dimmed by his attitude toward the war 
policies of the government. 

Senator Stone’s trouble undoubtedly 
grew out of the tremendous German vote in 
his state. Both before and at the beginning 
of our belligerency he undoubtedly played 
politics with a desperate situation. In other 
words, he flirted with the German vote in 
his state. He got into deep water and could 
not get back. That was all. 

The same is true of others of the little 
coterie of administration blockers in the 
senate. 

Some of: them have been going success- 
ively from bad to worse; while others are 
sneaking in under the tent every ‘once in a 
while—then sneaking out again. But every 
one of them bears the scarlet letter stamped 
upon his forehead! 

Most of them drifted into the dangerous 
waters just as Stone did, excepting that it 
was not necessary to play to the German 
vote in each instance. In some states the 
German vote was the siren, Wisconsin and 
Missouri being conspicuous examples; but 
in other instances the impression got out 
that the rank and file of the country people 
were disloyal, and that at the right time 
they could be appealed to in opposition to 
the government because their sons were 
being sent to war in defense of the govern- 
ment. 

Some of the senators got wrong at the 
beginning upon that mistaken theory, and 
have been wrong ever since. 

Too late, alas! they found that they had 
miscalculated—that the miore of the country 
people’s sons and neighbors that were sent 
out to fight for their flag, the more general 
grew the demand that others go to reinforce 
and protect those who had gone! 
| And those politicians in the senate who 
counted upon disaffection to strengthen them 
at home, and who, permitting their confi- 
dence in the anticipated disloyalty of their 
constituents to divert them from the paths 
of rectitude and loyalty, have had a rude 
awakening—but too late for them. 

The ground swell of public sentiment 
has come, just as they had predicted it 
would come, but not of the kind they 
counted on. 

Instead of a ground swell of disloyalty, 
it has proven of precisely the opposite sort: 
It is a ground swell—rising higher and 
bigger and mightier with the welter of the 
war—a ground swell of public sentiment, 
the keynote of which is “Stand by the 
country!” 

It is too bad that a few senators failed 
to read it right at a distance; it is too bad 
that Senator Stone had to die before time 
and service could operate to obliterate the 
stain which his failure to correctly read had 
left upon his otherwise splendid record; and 
it is too bad that others who strayed as he 
did could not—or did not—get into the safe 
path before it was too late! . 


THE ILLINOIS LYNCHING. 


Undertaking to criticise the position 
taken by The Constitution, as expressed in 
an editorial recently, on the Collinsville 
(ill.) lynching, “An Illinois Reader,” in a 
communication appearing in another coumn 
of this page, says that because five alleged 
members of the Illinois mob which did the 
lynching have been indicted for the crime, 
the “honor” of being the premier lynching 
state still belongs to Georgia and not to 
Mlinois! 

“The disingenuousness of your editorial,” 
says the correspondent, “lies in this fact: 
Illinois had a detestable instance of mob 
law, and at once, before the press had ceased 
to treat it as news, she indicts five men.” 

Of course indictments followed the cor- 
oner’s verdict in the Collinsville lynching 
incident. Why not? The mob leader him- 
self testified and confessed his guilt, impli- 
cating others—many of them, he said, were 
boys “between 12 and 16 years old.” He 
said he was “drunk,” and that because he 
had been a United States army soldier the 
mob made him its leader and he was “sort 
of puffed up over that.” He indicted him- 
self. 

But there is a long gap between an in- 
dictment and a conviction! 

Members of Georgia outlaw mobs have 
been indicted—hundreds of them. It is easy 
enough to indict; but to convict, that is a 
different matter! 

‘And now let us wait and “see what we 
shall see” in Illinois; that is, if Mlinois 
follows its indictments of those five (out of 
approximately 300 or more) Collinsville 


degree murder, and with commensurate pun- 
ishment; or, if Illinois, in keeping with: the 
practice in most other “lynching states,” lets 
its punitive measures end with the finding 
of true bills! 

And until Illinois does something more 
than to merely indict its lynchers we shall 
have to insist that it is entitled to the palm 
as being the banner lynching state of the 
union. |

CLOSED SHOPS ON ALL SIDES

While stranded in Germany, virtually 4 
prisoner because I could not obtain & pass~ 
port, thrown on my own resources because 
money from America could no longer enter, 
I sat down one day to work at water-color 
painting, by which I temporarily supported 
myself, and found that I was short of Pree- 
sian blue. Hastening to a dealer in artists 
materials, I asked for Prussian blue and re- 
ceived this highly significant reply: “Haven't 
any. Can't obtain it. However, I can sell you 
Parisian blue.” 

I could have twitted him on that, for blue 
was a lot more suitable to the mood of 
Prussia than to the mood of Paris, but what 
impressed me was not the irony of the cir- 
cumstance, it was the way it fitted in with 
a remark heard everywhere in Germany to- 
day: “Isn’t it strange that the very things 
we used to supply the world with are not 
to be had for love or money in the father- 
land now?” 

War hes now put a stop to the German 
boast of “business as usual.” It has banish- 
ed the remark, so common in 1914: “You 
see how normal everything is.” Hundreds of 
shops are closed. You see notices in their 
windows: “Called to the war,” “Will not re- 
open until after the war,” “Closed because 
unable to obtain goods.” 


Some Profits Huge. 

On the other hand, certain kinds of busi- 
ness thrive as never before and there are 
manufacturers who reap enormous profits 
and have grown suddenly rich. I know of a 
man who had made a quick fortune in 


| pickles, and of others who became wealthy 


in almost no time by producing the innu- 
merable ,substitutes for the necessities of 
life. Whatever is not under government 
control—pickles are not, nor are the imita- 
tion bouillon cubes, the imitation tea, the 
imitation eggs, and the imitation what not 
besides—offers a fine chance for money- 
making. 

Quite wonderful at flirst glance is the 
boom in jewels, antiques and pictures. They 
bring immense prices. The demand exceeds 
the supply. But the reason is not far to seek. 
People who are making money hand over 
fist out of the war cannot lavish it on 
clothes: the government controls clothes. 
They cannot lavish it on food; the govern- 
ment controls food. They cannot lavish it 
on festivities: all social jollifications have 
been taboo since the outbreak of war. So 
the money goes for jewels, antiques and 
pictures. 

As is natural, huge prosperity attends 
the manufacture of supplies for the army. 
In rare instances some adventurer piles up 
tremendous revenue—until caught, as he is 
practically sure to be in time—by producing 
and vending on his own hook the articles 
under government control. Every day you 
read of such fellows being arrested. But 
in general the commercial and industrial 
situation in Germany reminds you of the 
man who filled out a blank by writing after 
the word “business’’ the dismal word “rot- 
ten.” ‘ 

Confectioners Close Shops. 

Confectioners’ shops are mainly closed; 
reason, no sugar. If open, they sell dolls, 
imitation rubber heels, imitation tea, imita- 
tion eggs, and imitation anything. Almost 
all the tobacco shops are closed, and many 
shoe shops. Newspapers, very large since 
war began, face a dearth of advertising, as 
there is now so little left in Germany to 
advertise. 

The famous open-air markets have hard- 
ly anything to sell. The electrical business 
is cut down by daylight saving and by the 
passing of extravagant illumination for dis- 
play. The automobile business is flat on 
its back—no rubber for tires, no gasoline. 
The trade in bicycles in Prussia has de- 
clined; the few bicycles in other than gov- 
ernment use squeak and rattle along on 
tires of coiled wire. Manufacturers are 
forced to pay higher wages than ever before, 
and coal is scarce and excessively dear. 

Unmined Coal Abounds, 

Beneath the surface coal abounds in Ger- 
many, but the problem is to get it to the 
surface without sufficient men and transport 
it over railroads that are fast going to 
wreck and ruin, and then cart it without suf- 
ficient horses, At the hairdressing establish- 
ment I patronized we were atl huddled to- 
gether in one room for lack of warmth else- 
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where. Private families keep part of their 
rooms closed, not attempting to heat them. 
All over Bavaria peat is sold at high prices. 

While certain lines of business have 
gained enormously, certain others have lost 
enormously, and still others manage somehow 
to hold their own after a fashion, The hotels 
are still open. Germans are urged not to 
travel, and of course no guests arrive from 
outside the central empires except Aus- 
trians, Bulgars and Turks. Turks especially, 
as they are so petted there. Banks—perhaps 
because of business connected with the gov- 
ernment loane—seem constantly active. In 
office buildings one sees many vacant rooms, 
it is true, but one also sees rooms where 
women are doing the work of men and ap- 
pear to be fully occupied. 

Cook Books in Demand. 

Book shops seem fairly busy despite the 
shortage of paper, for certain kinds of books 
—notably those telling how to cook without 
the customary materials and those abusing 
America and its president—the demand is 
keen. Theaters and the movies attract un- 
precedented crowds. From habit, Germans 
still throng the restaurants, though they call 
the food “rubbish.” They still throng the 
beer gardens, though the beer is imitation 
beer, and the sauerkraut made of turnips and 
the wurst completely gone. Laundries still 
thrive despite the total absence of soap; in- 
stead of properly washing your things they 
bleach them with acids, 

Meanwhile the war has-‘given an aston- 
ishing impetus to trades little noticed be- 
fore—the trade in waste paper, for instance, 
and the trade in old bottles. Today you can 
dispose of almost anything in Germany— 
your tarnished furniture, your seedy rugs, 
your cast-off clothing—at wonderfully tall 
prices. This, ‘of course, is because the pro- 
duction of new things has so declined. 

New Jobs Spring Up. 

And there are trades and professions 
never conspicuous in Germany before the 
war. People now keep urging you to help 
the blinded soldiers by buying the brushes 
and baskets they make: primarily it is an 
appeal to sentiment—‘“Be kind.” ‘Be patri- 
otic.” At the same time the war has given 
employment to innumerable hordes of gov- 
clerks and officers. They look 
after the coal cards, the food cards, the 
clothes permits, the shoe permits, and, if 
there were hat permits, they would as scru- 
pulously look after the hat cards. They keep 
minutely detailed histories of all the govern- 
mentally supervised wares you buy. When 
you move from one town to another, they 
transfer the histories. They are detectives, 
chronicles, and executives combined. You 
get the impression in Germany that a 
veritable army of state functionaries is per- 
petually on your trail, with an additional 
army of state functionaries keeping tabs on 
the first. 

Perhaps one reason why the German peo- 
ple have not risen up against their govern- 
ment long ere this is to be found in the 
fact that such multitudes of them are em- 
ployed by their government in wartime, not 
only as clerks and officials, but as laborers. 
The erection of buildings for private use has 
ceased; the erection of buildings for govern- 
ment use goes on. New railroads, govern- 
ment railroads, like the others, are still built. 
In Berlin an enormous new subway is being 
dug. The laborers are women. They toil 
with spades and pick. It brings them wages, 
and good wages, and the good wages come 
Straight from the government. This has its 
effect. 

Wives Seize Reins. 

But are there not other effects? What 
will those women be like after the war? 
How will they treat their men? I saw indi- 
cations here and there of pretty astonishing 
changes in the attitude of women toward 
their husbands. Many a small shop is the 


, Scene of a gradual but mighty significant 


domestic revolution. Back from the trenches 
on furlough, @ man hears the wife of his 
bosom say, “A fine mess you made of your 
business when you ran it! See, I've made 
more money than you did!” 

The big, impressive fact all over Germany 
is the replacing of men by women in busi- 
ness. That has given women a new stand- 
ing and @ new influence and a new impor- 
tance. In general, passing over the excep- 
tional cases where business thrives, it has 
given them a deep hatred for the govern- 
ment that made the war. They may take pay 
from the government now and keep their

HEALTH TALKS 


FRESH AIR AND COLDS. 

For a number of years physicians and 
sanitarians have been struggling with a 
tremendous psychological problem, namely, 
how to secure fresh air without running any 
risk ef harmful exposure. The busy prac- 
titioner has generally brushed the problem 
aside in the simplest possible manner: sleep 
with the windows open all night and every 
night, but avoid drafts. Or sometimes he 
varied the formula: Be sure to go out for an 
airing every day, but beware of exposure, 
Or if he was very hurried he would merely 
give the patient this parting admonition as 
he departed: Keep well under the covers and 
I'll stop in again tomorrow. 

The w. k. window-board is a kind of 
bridge connecting the natural with the un- 
natural. It is @ compromise between molly- 
coddlism and ventilation. In theory it is a 
fine thing, for it is supposed to direct the 
incoming cold draft upward between the 
window sashes toward the ceiling, whereas 
if the window were merely raised without a 
board under the sash the cold draft would 
directly strike occupants of the room. But 
practically the window-board does nothing 
of the kind, for the simple reason that cold 
air entering a warm room immediately ap- 
proaches the floor and does not rise toward 
the ceiling, excepting just enough to jump 
the window sash and strike the occupant of 
the room about the neck. But the window- 
board has done yeoman service in breaking 
mollycoddies of the habit and teaching 
people that some fresh air is not dangerous. 

Surgeon General Rupert Blue, of the 
United States public health service, recently 
contributed an article on “Colds” to a popu- 
lar weekly, in which he stated that some 
“golds” are infectious. Dr. Blue voices the 
consensus of professional opinion; there are 
probably no educated physicians today who 
would question his assertion. 7

nyone else includes under the title of 
“colds.” If coryza (rhinitis) or “head colds,”

AMERICAN TROOPS

The Germans continue to fling great 
number of troops against the defenses. 
Yesterday the British took the initi- 
ative and cleared the Germans from 
the slopes to the east and southeast 
of the town. The enemy kept on 
hammering and after a night of severe 
fighting at close quarters forced the 
British to abandon the village 


British Counter Attack Wins. 


Late yesterday the Germans as- 
sayed an attack astride the Merville- 
Lamotte road and made a small ad- 
vance. The British immediately coun- 
ter attacked and restored the original 
line. Heavy casualties were inflicted 
on the enemy, especially by the ma- 
chine guns, which found excellent tar- 
gets. 

The enemy also formed for an at- 
tack northwest of Merville, but the 
British artillery cut up the concen- 
tration and the attack did not mate- 
rialize. Two small enemy attacks in 
the neighborhood of Messines ridge 
yesterday were driven off. 

‘On the southern battle front the 
allies on Sunday carried out a smal] 
but successful operation, which result- 
ed in the re-establishment of some of 
their positions north and east of Han- 
gard. 

The hand of war is resting heavily 

on the towns and hamlets in the north- 
ern battle zone and they are rapidly 
going the way of the devastated places 
in the other sections of the front. The 
quaint old town of Bailleul is already 
a mass of ruins. Many of the beauti- 
ful buildings have been smashed by 
shellfire, and the famous hot houses, 
which supplied wonderful grapes to 
people in all parts of the world, have 
been entirely demolished. 
The Germans have been having a bad 
time with their transport on the Ar- 
mentieres battle front because of the 
wet nature of the ground, which is 
very low and threaded by many 
streams. Considerable quantities of 
supplies have been stuck in the mud, 
and the enemy has been working over- 
time repairing railways and highways. 
In the last few days they have con- 
structed and rebuilt a network of high- 
ways in the Bailleul-Merville sector.

A German 
effort north of the Chemin des Dames, 
southeast of Corbeny, was without 
success. There were intermittent bom- 
bardments at several points on the 
front.” 

The statement issued by the war of- 
fice tonight reports only artillery en- 
gagemeénts along the front.

Emergency Increase 
Given Newark Company 


As a war emergency measure the 
New Jersey Board of Public Utility 
Commissioners has authorized an in- 
crease in rates of the Public Service 
Electric Company, Newark, designed 
to yield an increased revenue of ap- 
proximately $1,000,000 a year. The 
decision allows a war addition to each 
bill of power consumers of 25 per 
cent. There is also a surcharge for 
coal cost. 


In the effort to meet this demand the 
company arranged more than a year ago 
for the construction of power plants nearly 
doubling its present capacity, at an estimat- 
ed cost of $5,000,000. This construction 
was contracted for in normal times and 
based on normal earnings. The company 
borrowed $3,500,000 and agreed to provide 
the additional $1,500,000 out of earnings. 


Its estimated earnings have disappeared 
in higher wages, which are 50 per cent more 
than in 1916; in higher taxes, and in higher 
cost of materials. 


It has been forced to delay the comple- 
tion of these new water power plants for a 
year—perhaps longer—because it has no 
money with which to meet the cost of con- 
struction and installation. 


These are the conditions. It is Atlanta’s 
question, it is Georgia’s question, it is the 
nation’s question, even more than it is the 


company’s. 


If Atlanta, if Georgia—that portion of 
it which is directly affected—wants this 
service, it is up to them to make possible the 
attainment of it. 


It can be done only in one way: There 
must be increased income to meet the ex- 
pense.

WILL SPREAD NET 


Newly Arrived Regular 
Army Troops at Gordon to 
Be Supplemented by 5,000 
National Army Men to Pre- 


pare Brigade for Service in 
France. 


Immediately following the arrival at 
Camp Gordon of the Forty-fifth in- 
fantry regiment of regular army troops, 
as exclusively announced in Monday’s 
Constitution, officials here have an- 
nounced that the Fourteenth infantry 
brigade of regulars will remain at 


Camp Gordon until ft ts filled to war| 


strength. 

This brigade is composed of two 
regiments and a machine gun bat- 
talion, the Forty-fifth and Forty-sixth 
regiments of infantry and the Twenty- 
sixth machine gun battalion. Follow- 
ing the transfer of the first of these 
regiments and the machine gun bat- 
talion to Camp -Gordon Monday, the 
Forty-sixth infantry regiment will 
come here in a few days. 

The Seventeenth brigade has been 
stationed at Camp Taylor, Louisville, 
Ky., for some time past, and is sent 
here to relieve congestion in the Ken- 
tucky camp. At present it is filled 
to only about half its regular strength, 
having approximately 38,300 men en- 
listed in ita three organizations. 

The announcement that the regulars 
are to remain at the Georgia canton- 
ment until they réceive their full fight- 
ing quota will be of interest to all at 
the camp. It means that approximately 
5,000 men will be transferred from na- 
tional army forces into the regular 
army and will doubtless. see service 
much sooner than usual. 

Where these 5,000 men will come from 
has not yet been announced. It is pos- 
sible that they will be drafted from 
the south and immediately transferred 
to the regular army. The most rea- 
sonable course, however, will be to 
shift trained national army men here 
from other camps and assign them to 
the Seventeenth brigade. This will 
probably be the manner in which of- 
ficials will work out the problem. 

Upon their arrival at Gordon yester- 
day the regulars were immediately 
given quarters in the camp and left 
to settle down in their new surround- 
ings. Monday afternoon they had be- 
gun their training anew, to be unin- 
terrupted from now on. Officials state 
that they will remain at hard _work 
in the future in view of the fact that 
all indications point t6 the fact that 
they will be here several months. 

The commander of the Forty-fifth 
infantry is Colone] M. S. Jarvis, who 
was stationed at Fort McPherson 320 
years ago as a first lieutenant of the 
Fifth infantry. Captain J. Beller heads 


the machine gun battalion, and Colonel 
Cc. C. Clarke is in command of the 
Forty-sixth infantry regiment.

COLONEL BOLLING 
FROM NEW YORK. 

Washington, April 15.—The Colonel 
R. Cc. Bolling, named in today’s cas- 
ualty list as captured or missing in ac- 
tion, was identified by war department 
officials as R. C. Bolling, of New York, 
assistant general counsel of the United 
States Steel corporation, who was com- 
missioned in the signal corps soon after 
war was declaréd.

It will be sixty-six years ago to- 
morrow since Adrian Constantine An- | 
son, one of the most distinguished of! 
American citizens, first saw the light 
of day at Marshalltown, Iowa. Over 
forty of these years have been spent 
by Anson in baseball, beginning with a 
“kid” of 9 years and continuing as 
player, manager and in other capacities 
in the big league. During his play 
days as manager of the Chicago club, 
“Pop” or ‘Cap” Anson, as he was popu- 
larly known, was the greatest pilot 
baseball has ever produced. His career 
traversed the whole history of baseball, 
from its first crude form to the highly 
developed pastime of today. 

Forty-three years ago Anson ac- 
companied the Philadelphia Athletics 
on the first trans-Atlantic tour in base- 
ball history, when the Athletics and 
the Bostons gave Englishmen and 
Irishmen their first view of the great 
American game. When the National 
league was organized in 1876 Anson 
played third base on the Chicago team. 
Succeeding A. G. Spalding as manager 
ef the club, Anson built up a great 
baseball machine, which became the 
pride of the Windy city fans and re 
mained so for many years. In 1888 
Anson piloted his players around the 
world, returning in 1889 to face the 
difficult situation brought about by the 
revolt of the players, who had formed a 
“brotherhood” to protect themselves in 
what they considered their rights. An- 
son refused to join the insurrection, but 
his players did. That put an end to 
the glory of the old Chicago club and 
it took years to build up another or- 
ganization which, under Frank Chance,
